The coin ..v<':ithcr is almost with 
u.- again, and so, unfortunately, 
is an ail-too-coin»ii')u cold weather 
fraud. Widows and women living 
alone are the most frequent vic¬ 
tims of this scheme, but, as the 
Consumer Protection Division’s 
records show, anyon«^ can be vic¬ 
timized. 

The fraud entails a scheme to 
frighten people into believing 
that their lives arc in danger duo 
to faulty furnaces and plays on 
all .the emotions of the victim 
is involved. Here is how it works: 

Mrp. Jones, a woman in her 
inid-.sixties, is sitting in her 
house on a fall afternoon, when 
she hears a knock at her door. 
Opening it, .she finds a very “ppr- 
whoni we’ll

call Mr. Con, standing before her. 
Mr. Con represents himself as 
an employee of the “XYZ Fur¬ 
nace Inspection Service” and 
says that he has come to inspect 
her furnace. 

He then gce.s down to the cel¬ 
lar and attaches an impressive- 
looking machine to various parts 
of the furnace, llis exj)ression 
changes from one of interest in 
his woj-k, to one of concern, and 
then finally to a look of horror. 

‘‘Mrs. Jone.s,” he says, “you 
shouldn’t spend another night in 
this house. Tn fact, it’s a miracle 
this misty old thing hasn’t blown 
Tjp already. Why the temperature 
in there is over tiOO degrees!” 

Having a furnace “ready to 
blow up” in one’s house would 
certainly be disturbing to any¬ 
one. Naturally Mrs. Jones is con¬ 
cerned and asks what she should I 
do. Mr. Con lias the answer. He 
just happens to know someone in 
the furnace repair business who 
can install a “corrective batTle” 
that very day, if she can pay 
IplOOb in cash. 

If Mrs. Jones shows hesitancy 
or reluctance, or balks at the 
proposition Mr. Con may try 
theatrics. “You remind me of my 
mother,” be .says. “I’d be fright¬ 
ened to death if she lived in this 
house. For my peace of mind, 
won’t you have it repaired to¬ 
day”? In many cases, Mi\ Con 
will even drive the lady to the 
bank to be helpful. 

His next step i.s either to skip 
town as soon as the money is in 
hand, or to install a useless, el¬ 
even harmful, piece of copper 
tubing and then .skip town. 

That is just how the sleazy 
operators work in tliis racket. 
Now it is of course wise to be 
sure that your heating system is 
in good working oi-(Ter, and to 
contact any of the reputable 
companies in the field for this 
purpose. 

The moral of this story is': 

(1) Watch out for people who 
sell furnace reimirs on a door- 
to-door basis. It is not common 
practice for companies to seek 
bu.siness this way. If the local 
fire department is checking on 
heating .systems its representa¬ 
tives are clearly identifiable by

LETTING ‘EM DFF E.\SY 

It’s difficult to condemn any' 
man who deliberately releases 
I some of his catch. But, too 
I frequently, the end result is 
the same as if these particular 
fish had been kept for the 
skillet. 

“Good intentions” in releas¬ 
ing fish are not enougli, say 
the fishing authorities at Mer¬ 
cury outboards. 

Knowing how and when are 
equally important. 

I Fish should never be freed 
after being deep- or fotd-hook- 
ed in such a manner that 
serious wounds result. As a 
,rule, the use of bait causes 
most incidents of deeply im- 
: bedded hooks that cannot be 
I extracted without inflicting in- 
i juries to rital organs. 

I Even hooks that are down 
'in the gullet canvbo removed 
without damage, provided the 
angler exercises care and uses 
a hook dlsgorger. A pair of 
long-nosed pliers, common in 
many tackle boxes, will tasually 
do the trick. When such pliers 
are not carried, a disgorger is 
mandatory. 

An efficient disgorger can be 
made from a strip of metal 
or plastic with a vee-shaped 
notch cut in the end. A hack- 
jsaw blade works well, and an 
[ old toothbrush handle is equal¬ 
ly effective.- 

I To use the disgorger, simply 
slip tlie notch into the bend of 
the hook, push down and. back. 

Opinion is divided over 
whether one’s hands should be 
wet or dry when grasping fish. 
Regardless of the school of 
thought to which you sub¬ 
scribe, always handle the fish 
gently, being careful to avoid 
excessive squeezing or scrap¬ 
ing. 

Some species, note Mercury 
lads, are less susceptible to 
rough treatment than others. 
Trout are relatively tender; 
ba.s6 bntise less easily. 

I Regardless of the fish In¬ 
volved’, if you intend to release 
him, make certain he has a! 
good chance of recovering. '

I Q. I pay my maid .530 per

A. No. Income lax is not with¬ 
hold from domestic or far.m em¬ 
ployees by the employer. 

Q. I’ve heard tliat I may make 
$1680 a year and still receive my 
social security bcnelit.s. Does this 
i mean if I make .$1690 I will lose 
! iny benefit.? foi the entire year? 

A. No. As you said, you re¬ 
ceive all your benefits if you earn 
.$1680 or less. If you earn be¬ 
tween $1680 aiicl .$2880, we will 
withhold $1 in benefits for each 
.$2 that you earn. Above $2880 
we withhold $1 for each $1 you 
' earn. For example, if you receive 
$1200 a year from social security 
aiiil earn .$2480 we will hold back 
$800 of your benefits. 

Q. I try to limit my earnings 
to $1680 a year so that I will re¬ 
ceive all my checks.
